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DETAILED ACTION 



Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 36-41 , 47-52 and 74-1 1 5 are allowed. 



2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 36-41 and 89-104; prior art fails to disclose or suggest, inter alia, a soft transition 
power converter having a source controller to produce an alternating current by alternating the 
voltage across a secondary winding from one of a negative ON time during which the voltage is 
negative and a positive ON time during which the voltage is positive to a dead time wherein the 
voltage is substantially zero and then to the other of the negative ON time and positive ON time. 

Claims 47-52, 74-88 and 105-1 13; prior art fails to disclose or suggest, inter alia, a soft 
transition power converter having a source controller for controlling an alternating current source 
so as to produce the alternating current by alternating the voltage across a primary winding a first 
active time during which the voltage is one of positive and negative, thence to a dead time during 
which the voltage is substantially zero, and thence to a second active time during which the 
voltage is the other of positive and negative. 

Claims 1 14 and 1 15; prior art fails to disclose or suggest, inter alia, a method for 
converting power in a power converter that includes a source connected to a primary winding to 
produce alternating electrical current in a secondary winding, the method comprising controlling 
the source so as to produce the alternating current by alternating the voltage across the primary 
winding a first active time during which the voltage is one of positive and negative, thence to a 
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dead time during which the voltage is substantially zero, and thence to a second active time 
during which the voltage is the other of positive and negative.
